DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The informal drawings are not of sufficient quality to permit examination. 
Accordingly, replacement drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .1 21(d) are 
required in reply to this Office action. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. 

Applicant is given a TWO MONTH time period to submit new drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.81.

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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1 0. Claims 1 -3, as best understood by the Examiner, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Applicant, as best understood by the Examiner, has no true structure claimed in claims 
1 and 2. Regarding claim 3, applicant, as understood by the Examiner, has no actual 
structure disclosed. Claim 1 and 2, as best understood by the Examiner, has no merit 
of examination at this time. Claim 3 is rejected as best understood by the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

1 1 . Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Sorensen 
(U.S. 5,467,855. Sorensen discloses a lightweight, practical, and easily stored device 
on a truck with easy assembly and disassembly in column 1 , lines 49-53, and column 
2, lines 3-9 and 42-50. 

1 2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Swink et al. (U.S. 6,536,064 Bl).
